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Christian Pedagogy

Christian schools have always had their 

Christian pedagogy. One might answer that 
the Christian school measures its age centuries, 
while pedagogy something new. But pedagogy 
more than name; and invent the name 
not create the thing. Sometimes the name in- 
vented because the thing newly created. Thus, 
“machina dactyographica” expresses very elegant- 
convenience modern life, “automobile” 
expresses another far from elegantly. More fre- 
quently, however, the new name follows new view 
what has been long known. Flowers, pods, seeds 
have been known since Adam was Bota- 
has given them names according the botanist’s 
view them. would unwarrantable, there- 
fore, assume that, because “pedagogy” and “ped- 
agogics” are vogue comparatively recent, the 
art teaching something new. 

That the Christian school has specific system 
pedagogy easily shown. The rules art are 
usually learned from experience, and rectified and 
perfected scientific principles. The first painters 
acquired imperfect knowledge perspective 
through experience. Having the artistic eye, they 
saw general how things were depicted, and 
painted what they saw. They saw how fore- 
shorten with some exactness, learning from many 
partial success how bring arm leg within 
very narrow space canvas without impairing 
the representation its natural dimensions, and 
how proper arrangement light and shade 
obtain the appearance projection from the body. 
correcting their coloring they discovered how 
give distance the background and nearness the 
foreground and atmosphere the whole. Each 
master had his art, which handed his dis- 
ciples. With the application physics and mathe- 
matics the art was perfected and made universal. 
Only the inspiration, that rule can convey, re- 
mained personal the characteristic the mas- 
ter’s school. 


was with Christian teaching. The relation 
between teacher and pupil natural and necessary. 
The knowledge man’s life, intelligent and free, de- 
mands, not, the brute’s instinct, implanted. 
must acquired. some measure man learns 
from purely personal experience, such knowledge 
cannot but lie within very narrow bounds. must 
share the experience the ages; and this can 
come him only through teacher who has him- 
self received from the lips his predecessors. The 
supernatural doctrine required man raised the 
supernatural order, lies outside all experience. 
can communicated only the direct tradition 
issuing from evidently infallible authority 
whom God the Revealer has entrusted it. 

Teaching, then, unlike the other arts, not con- 
fined few, exercised them for the bene- 
fit, more less indirect, the many. univer- 
sal. All, they mature experience the pres- 
ent, traditions the past, the knowledge and 
exercise divine things, are teachers each his 


her degree. not art useful and convenient 
for the amelioration only human life. nec- 
essary art, order higher and nobler than any 
natural art, since the human life that necessarily de- 
mands it, is, God’s gift, supernatural. 

many from the beginning God has bestowed 
high degree the teacher’s gift. these 
need not cite the greatest names. all know them 
for they are recorded history. Besides such there 
was many another shall never know until the 
buried secrets time shall revealed eternity. 
With their wise discernment and varied experience 
developed the Christian method, which they handed 
their successors precious tradition. was 
precious. must never forget that the universal, 
necessary, supernatural art Christian teaching 
holds God’s providence peculiar place, art, 
merely natural and human, can occupy. teachers 
and the Teacher all ever true the apostolic for- 
mula: “Paul plants, Apollo waters, but God gives 
the increase.” length came the day the great 
teaching orders, the Brothers the Christian 
Schools, the Jesuits, the Ursulines, the Sis- 
ters Notre Dame and the Holy Name, the 
Religious the Sacred Heart, which the appli- 
cation universal principles the wisdom and ex- 
perience centuries was co-ordinated and codified. 
Thus arose our system Christian education, one 
its essence, multiplex its varied application ac- 
cording the special function each educating 
congregation order. 


But some may unwilling accept these con- 
clusions. our teaching was really systematic, 
accepted art, how did remain unrecog- 
nized? How was that Herbart, Froebel and Pes- 
talozzi were needed procure for the teacher’s art 
universal acceptance? The answer not difficult. 
Similar questions are asked concerning the Catholic 
Faith. the Trinity article faith revealed 
Christ, why was not proclaimed before the 
Council Nice? reply that was promulga- 
ted, accepted, believed quietly and matter 
course the body revelation; the proclamation 
the dogma became necessary, only when heretics 
attacked the doctrine. This the history every 
dogma. Definition the answer doubt. The 
question must raised before infallible authority 
can reply. 

The Kingdom Christ has its analogues the 
kingdom Satan. The fundamental principles 
the one are the deadly heresies the other. its 
own native home Christian education was quiet 
possession. There was question its rights, its 
principles, its methods. Yet its preference the 
supernatural the natural, its-subordination 
mere reason faith, its subjection the will 
authority, its training the child rational ser- 
vice and self-control, was standing challenge 
the enemy. According the standard the king- 
that kingdom, when the propitious moment came, 
the question was raised. There the answer was

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given. There Christian education was condemned 
terms the new pedagogy resting upon princi- 
ples essentially antichristian. This their conclusions 
prove more and more evidently, one after another 
they appear with the lapse time. 

The question was raised necessarily. Modern 
pedagogy child the Revolution the cry 
liberty, equality, fraternity, the 
claimed the exaltation the people the sover- 
eign place. But the people multitude never can 
sovereign. Hence “the was meant 
moral unit without that visible, personal element 
the possessor authority, the natural bond 
union responsible for every wrong that tended 
break all union abuse power. clearer 
terms “the people” according the revolutionary 
sense meant the state, impersonal, irresponsible, yet 
most absolute. Such state, held law, neces- 
sarily hostile all right coming from the moral law. 
demands the degradation the Church; the abol- 
ition, far possible, all natural societies with- 
its sphere; ignores the rights such cannot 
destroyed and forbids any private association 
without its formal consent. Thus the individual 
supposed enfranchised, restored his natural 
civic rights, brought face face with the state, his 
creature and servant. fact, deprived those 
safeguards right which religion gives, deprived 
the protection the old subordinate societies 
within the state, forbidden organize new ones 
take their place, stands before the state, rather, 
the lawless crew usurping its power, stripped 
every guarantee freedom, abject slave, mere 
instrument whereby they will attain their ends. This 
the real revolutionary gospel. win its accept- 
ance men aspiring naturally nobler things the 
state must educate. However disguised, the theory 
state-education other than this. 

Americans find this hard understand. They 
use the same terminology the revolutionists 
Europe, and assume community ideas. Never- 
theless, the American Revolution was different 
from the European light from darkness. This 
was destructive: ours, constructive. This was vio- 
lent, defiant right. ours the natural passing 
nation from the last bonds adolescence the as- 
sured rights maturity. the British Govern- 
ment was given the choice: Recognize in- 
tegral part the empire equal terms with your- 
selves, admit our right, the right all human 
maturity, independent social establishment 
and home. The war was accident, the result 
the refusal understand the inevitable working 
out human growth and development. there- 
fore used the term “the people” signify legit- 
imate democracy, and all that responsibility 
rulers and personal freedom citizens legitimate 
democracy implies. have not yet grasped the 
full contents the phrase abused European 
violence. 

According then the revolutionary theory the 
state must educate. How shall the 
Christian tradition impossible. after compar- 
ative failure extinguish Christianity, the Revolu- 
tion allowed religion some freedom action the 
matter education, this was reconciliation, 
recognition right. Give religion free scope ed- 
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ucation, and the Revolution would undone. Ham- 
per it, tyrannize over it, corrupt it, possible, and 
destroy it. Never admit officially teacher. 
The principles such education the state re- 
quires, must sought elsewhere. Kantism, the 
philosophy the Revolution, the philosophy sub- 
jectivism, phenomenalism, agnosticism, 
pragmatism, the denial objective truth, the 
negation universal principles, monistic evolu- 
tion, the rejection the personal Creator, 
idealistic pantheism, pregnant with every error, 
ready hand. the Revolution turns, seeking 
from new art give new rules for the attaining 
new ends. 

All admit the art life, whereby man makes the 
most the opportunities met with his brief so- 
journ Education teaches how live. 
therefore gives the practical rules that art. View- 
ing the two principles: “Man passing phenome- 
non. the state and for the state. lives 
primarily for public and: “Man being 
with eternal destiny. comes from God and re- 
turns God. lives entirely for God and for his 
eternal happiness God,” see that there can 
agreement between the education founded the 
latter, and possession for centuries, and the new 
education drawn from the former.

the teaching nature, the new, despite appearan- 
ces, the main The problem the 
former, too simple for such name, was aid the 
faculties the child they developed naturally, 
perform their functions the attainment the 
end recognized reason. For the latter there was 
indeed problem: “How mould and adapt the 
child’s developing faculties serve end forged 
false philosophy.” wonder that new 
method was demanded! 

can give one illustration but shall 
fundamental.

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Socializing Education 


AMES sometimes beget erroneous impressions 
lead inferences that are not justified 
the thought for which the name but symbol. 
This may many cases true the term Social- 
izing Socialization. Misapprehension may easily 
follow the casual interpretation the theory that 
labeled with that name. 


The acceptance the word meanings that 
come from the ordinary experiences with social ac- 
tivities will lead the conclusion that education 
has already been too has wan- 
dered woefully from the primary aims for which the 
school has been organized, and that movement, 
with vigorous impulse back the old essentials, 
more desired than anything new. The explana- 
tion then ventured that the young have been sur- 
feited with societies and parties with the result that 
they have serious interest the purposes for 
which they school. 


This interpretation sets barrier between the 
search for knowledge the real theory that goes 
the name Socialization, and the mind that pos- 
sessed with the above notions—thus theory that 
essentially good does not receive the consideration 
that deserves. The clear presentation then the 
real issues may lead further interest the sub- 
ject, and draw sympathy towards movement which 
bound secure advances wherever thorough- 
understood. 


Socialization not connected with anything 
that distracts from the essentials education. 
not theory that defends the odious society dis- 
tracting and demoralizing parties. not strict 
language theory, principle, which lies deep 
the well springs human nature. deduc- 
tion made from observations human nature the 
individual and the group. Social, the concept 
socialization, taken its broadest possible sense, 
against restricted meaning that usually at- 
tached it. Etmologically, social means contigu- 
ous, with the idea that the world one thing fol- 
lows (sequi, socium, sociale) another.

tural elements and laws, and defends that the child 
should learn from its own experiences with its en- 
vironment, and not learn merely the abstractions 
from the experiences others. this aspect 


knowledge that the young are acquire cannot 
given the actual setting which those who have 
transmitted acquired it. advances however the 
general movement away from the extreme formal- 
ism the old school the acquisition knowl- 
edge the human way which was first ac- 
quired its concrete forms. 

Psychologically the principle based the ob- 
servable fact that the individual grows the basis 
self preservation and development. Instinctively 
motivated these, his activities seek the effective. 
They are give returns accomplishment some- 
thing towards these personal ends. contacts 
with anything the movement result increasing 
interest, the measure whigh they react what 
already and has, especially mental and phys- 
ical experiences. That which does something 
himself, which some result has been effected, 
draws, through interest and pleasure it, repeti- 
tion. The repetition not exact reproduction 
broader field new phase the old. 


Growth and development come from such activi- 
ties. What these activities are depends the 
largest measure those possible contacts that are 
natural are selectively provided for him the 
neighborhood which lives. The estimate 
the environment and the contacts depends the 
his surroundings generally favorable way, 
the experiences should supply right materials for 
interpretation. interpretations should sup- 
plemented those who guide his course. This 
important because his interpretations determine 
whatever choice make from amongst those 
persons and things that come into his life. 


Life has been instructing the individual this 
manner from the infancy the race. His processes 
normal growth lead him through experiences with 
the concrete abstract generalizations. These are 
the product his experiences. Socializing educa- 
tion takes him through these normal ways learn- 
ing. attempts derive knowledge from those 
circles which use it, the basis that 
other way can know just what will 
those circles. 

Normally the knowledge things does not al- 
ways come directly from the observation and the 
experience with things themselves. Men have al- 
ways learned from one another through the experi- 
ences the other. This not contradiction 
however what was said above, because that in- 
tercourse between individuals which results 
knowledge, not the generalization the lesson 
the experience that first given, but the experi- 
ences with the concrete life situation. 

Thus the individual conceived learn normally 
situations which provide contacts with persons 
and things. Through activities such surround- 
ings experience are enriched and the lessons life learned. 


His own activity becomes element group activity, 
and, that acting together with the group, there comes, 
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should come, that division labor and co-operative 
fellowship which alone can bring good the group and 
consequently the individual self. cannot sure 
his activity effecting the good the group iso- 
lated from the group.

Waste time obsolete zen- 
eralizations avoided finer skillfulness those ac- 
tivities which have maximum value the life that the 
child experiences from day day. 

The resultant growth human because the process 
based the individual’s capacity co-operate living 
his life right that environment which placed. 
one really ever does contribute more than his native 
abilities will allow. all humanized activity there 
recognition fundamental differences capacities and 
abilities. growth thus individual because 
advanced the direction which the individual can de- 
velop. The uniform injection the matter text-book 
never did secure reactions which would show the human- 
ness the method. 

Populations have increased, congestion all centers 
has become great, and even sparsely settled sections 
modes transportation and communication bring groups 
together one way other, that the concept educa- 
tion has been changed that must include this phase 
group activity because modern life demands it. Educa- 
tion for life larger sense than ever before. Life 
democracy with all its extended freedoms quite differ- 
ent from life under any previous form government. The 
which the group receive the best interests the 
individuals that make up. This deep high. 
extends equally least two directions. The group 
welfare dependent the individual’s welfare, because 
every way possible the general physical, mental, moral 
and spiritual condition the individuals rises the sur- 
face the agency that directs the group whole.

Catholic, the most surprising thing 
about the recent episode Dayton, Tennes- 
see, was the attitude some Catholic papers. Con- 
sidering the way which our periodicals quite gen- 
erally had opposed evolution, should have ex- 
pected them welcome this restriction placed upon 
the teaching the theory evolution. But 
great surprise some, least, seemed side 
with Darrow rather than with Bryan. 

This was due largely their conception the 
Tennessee law. They seemed think that was 
attempt unite the State with Fundamentalist 
Protestantism. “Under our system government,” 
said editorial “The Catholic Club Bulletin,” 
New York (July), “the Church and State are sepa- 
rate and distinct and neither has the right usurp 
the prerogatives the other. the State has the 
authority interpret one part the Bible has 
the right interpret any part it, and 
ing what shall and shall not believed, estab- 
lish State religion.” 

writer Eastern periodical heads his arti- 
cle: “The Danger the Tennessee Law.” This 
danger thinks the initiation State religion. 

have great sympathy with anyone who stands 
for separation Church and State, and for reli- 
gious toleration, and yield one loyalty 
these two great American principles. The Cath- 
lics Maryland were largely responsible for the 
presence these principles our public life, and 
proud being Marylander. But love for 
these principles has led different conclusion 
regard the Tennessee law. fact the law 
seems rather defense these principles. 
far from the Tennessee law being uniting 
Church and State, seems just the 
opposite—a reasonable effort keep Church and 
State separated, protect the religious freedom 
various groups the community. course, may 
mistaken this, but least harm will 
done expressing opinion. 

The Tennessee law does not, far can see, 
assume that the Fundamentalist interpretation 
Genesis correct. merely decreed that the 
lic schools, supported largely the taxes Fun- 
damentalists, shall not used violate their deep 
religious convictions. have had something sim- 
ilar other places. For instance, New York 
the Jews objected any celebration Christmas 
the public schools the ground that their chil- 
dren should not subjected this Christian ‘nflu- 
ence. Their objection was recognized valid 
school board certainly dominantly Christian. Does 
that mean that the school board interpretating 
the Bible Jewish sense? course not. Does 
mean that the State New York has been united 
with the Jewish Synagogue? course not. 
means merely that religious freedom and separa- 
tion Church and State have been vindicated. And 
the situation not essentially changed this re- 
gard the regulations emanating from State 
legislature rather than from municipal school 
board. 

Personally, have difficulty reconciling the 


biblical account creation with truly scientific 
theory evolution. perfectly willing take 
stand with Fr. Erich Wasmann, J., the 
Catholic Encyclopedia: “That God should have 
made use natural, evolutionary, original causes 
the production man’s body, per not improb- 
able.” But great many sincere and intelligent 
Christian people cannot see this. And believe that 
the public schools should not used contradict 
their interpretation God’s revelation. not 
question whether their interpretation right 
wrong, any more than New York question 
whether Christianity Judaism right. not 
question uniting the State with the Fundamen- 
taliasts, but keeping from being united with 
the Modernists. 

Furthermore, the assumption the part the 
Catholic papers criticizing the Tennesseeans 
that the Tennessee law forbids the teaching that 
any Catholic may hold and teach, and that only 
the narrow Fundamentalists who would adverse- 
affected the teaching what the law forbids. 
And this may true. suppose that cannot 
definitely affirm the contrary until the higher courts 
have finally interpreted the law. But very pos- 
sible that violation this law would also the 
teaching something that Catholic could 
believe. And this seems the more probable 
position. 

violate the law one must teach theory which 
“denies the story the divine creation man 
taught the Bible,” and also “that man has des- 
cended from lower order animals.” little 
thought will show that this wording leaves ample 
room for court interpretation. For instance, what 
meant the word “teach”? man proposed 
theory evolution hypothesis held some 
and denied others, giving the arguments for and 
against, would teaching this theory? 
necessary, the intention the law, that should 
set forth his pupils certainly true? When 
speak the Church “teaching something 
mean this latter sense. 

Again, what meant denial the story 
creation taught the Bible? man can ad- 
duce number reputable exegetes who harmon- 
ize his theory evolution with the biblical account, 
can said deny the biblical account? That 
will for the courts determine. Until they 
interpret the law this regard, unfair criti- 
cize the law the assumption any particular in- 
terpretation one’s own. And think this true 
even though some Tennesseeans advocating the 
law during the trial Dayton may individually 
have used language implying one particular inter- 
pretation Genesis. 

But the teaching some theory that contradicts 
the biblical account, matter how interpret this 
particular phrase, does not itself violate the law. 
addition, one must teach that man descended 
from lower order animals. And what meant 


the word man? The ordinary meaning man 
Hence, one 


complete being, body and soul. 


‘ 
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teaches merely that man’s body has been evolved 
from lower animals, violating the law? ‘That, 
too, will for the courts determine, and 
unfair criticize the law until have received 
that official interpretation. readily grant that 
some who voted for the law were probably think- 
ing only the man’s body. But the legislature 
whole can judged only its official act. 

Suppose, however, that the law will strictly in- 
terpreted, that is, that violate it, man must 
teach absolutely true theory that reputable 
exegetes harmonize with the Bible, and that man, 
body and soul, descended from lower animals. 
not State Iegislature perfectly within its rights 
saying that such teaching shall not occur schools 
supported public taxes? And should not Catho- 
lics upholding the exercise this right, rather 
than opposing it? 

not uphold this right, then not see 
how can escape taking the position that teachers 
the public schools, supported least part 
our taxes, are perfect liberty contradict our 
most sacred and fundamental beliefs. And what 
becomes freedom religion? What becomes 
separation Church and State? should then 
compelled pay out our money taxes sup- 
port teaching diametrically opposed us. 


“Carried out its logical extent and applied 
other portions the Bible,” the writer America 
has said, “the principle the Tennessee law would 
mean the possibility bureaucratic, thought- 
stifling censorship every subject taught the 
public schools, order prevent the propagation 
some idea which those authority considered 
foreign their own particular notion Christian- 
ity.” Perhaps. But are principles ever carried 
logical conclusions political life? the 
same token, the principle that the State has right 
inflict capital punishment would mean that those 
authority could take the life anyone commit- 
ting what they defined crime—drinking beer, 
for instance. And the principle that the State may 
not prohibit the public schools the teaching 
what contrary the religious beliefs respon- 
sibilty groups, would lead just grave difficul- 
ties those pointed out dangers the Tennes- 
see law. For the professor science may deny 
what believe God’s revelation regarding 
creation, may not the professor history deny the 
historical existence Christ, may not the professor 
psychology deny the freedom the will? 

This question the freedom the will seems 
more important from our standpoint than the 
question evolution. course, may looked 
upon sort by-product the evolutionary 
theory, and suppose will hardly taught except 
persons holding very materialistic theory 
evolution. But the mere theory evolution or- 
dinarily taught our colleges does not necessarily 
conflict with our faith, whereas determinism does 
conflict. For the will not free, then there 
such thing human responsibility; respons- 
ibility then sin; sin then redemption; and 
the whole Christian conception the Incarnation 
disappears. 

Determinism being taught great number 
colleges today, and many different fields 
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thought. One will find not only the depart- 
ment philosophy and psychology where one 
might perhaps expect it, but also sociology, his- 
tory, and even sometimes political economy, And 
being taught strict sense that word. 
not merely question explaining this one 
philosophical theory and giving the arguments for 
and against; but taught the only correct ex- 
planation human conduct. 

Wherever this happening State schools, then 
our money paid taxes being used undermine 
the whole foundation Catholicism. The State has 
not been united with any particular brand Protes- 
tantism, true, but has nevertheless been uni- 
ted with Church, give the word church 
enough meaning. united with numer- 
ous group having fairly definite creed and consid- 
erable cohesiveness. deny the freedom the 
will much dogma assert predestination, 
the inspiration the Bible. And when the pub- 
lic schools are used teach determinism 
true union Church and State they were 
used teach Presbyterianism Catholicism. 

The only safe thing for keep the public 
schools absolutely neutral. And neutral not only 
between Catholics and Protestants, but also between 
religious-minded people generally and Agnostics, 
Atheists, Materialists. ought not allow our- 
selves deceived any specious catchwords. 
not always the group shouting loudest for free- 
dom worship and separation Church and State 
that really stands for these things. And this par- 
ticular case, matter what may have been the in- 
tention certain backers, seems that the 
Tennessee law makes for such separation. Perhaps 
the particular instance was unfortunate. But 
think the principle back that the public 
schools should not used vehicle for attacking 
religion, any more than they should used for 
spreading any special brand religion. 

suggest this principle somewhat tentatively. Its 
application may sometimes difficult. Perhaps the 
application Tennessee was unwise impudent. 
But that does not necessarily invalidate the princi- 
ple itself. stand for religious toleration this 
country. Nevertheless, religious toleration can 
reduced absurdity. There such thing 
toleration. have not tolerated polygamy among 
the Mormons, and have compelled Christian 
Scientists call physicians. Doubtless, will 
very difficult thing apply the principle that 
the public schools shall not used attack any 
religion. There will probably borderland where 
doctors will disagree. push extremes would 
land absurdities. But the principle may never- 
theless true and workable. 

But suppose the principle pushed extremes 
and not reach any reasonable compromise, 
have reached one the case religious tolera- 
tion. its extremest should have, 
think, not teaching religion State schools 
but frank recognition the State that cannot 
have neutral school any more than can have 
neutral Church, that Education and State must 
separated well Church and State. suggest 
such possibility means today political heresy,

the first day school every year, there 

hardly first grade room the country that 
does not echo this cry; want mother!” The 
ideal sacrifice self for the good others the 
direct opposite this cry the little child begin- 
ning school. quite natural that after five years 
more comfortable enjoyment the centre 
the home circle the child suddenly hurled into com- 
munity life does not like it. Along with the pro- 
ducts fifty-seven other varieties home train- 
ing, expected sacrifice his own strong, and 
hitherto unchecked, likes and dislikes the arbi- 
trary judgment stranger whom custom de- 
mands shall call “Sister”. 

the vast majority cases, for some time past, 
has been shrewdly collecting bits useful infor- 
mation about sisters from the most dangerous 
all sources, public opinion. has heard lurid tales 
concealed weapons, insatiable demands and 
bloodthirsty dispositions. has perhaps seen sad 
individual cases, the other hand certain enthu- 
siasts have tried persuade him that, class, 
sisters are equal, not superior, mothers the 
matter love and kindness. While inexperienced 
and open conviction, also wary. 


Sometimes the mother seems share the child’s 
diffidence and only with reluctance and misgiving 
hands her offspring the door with, “Sister, here 
new boy for you. would like start him 
school but terrible timid. takes after 
that way. His father’s people are very different. 
has little cousin now, and you could see him! 
Bold! Oh! But this child like me. They couldn’t 
get stay school until was ten. 
afraid he’ll never stay! try not scare him 
today won’t you?” Any primary teacher can con- 
clude this monologue accurately, although has 
many possible endings there are over-fond moth- 
ers. Usually interruption takes place: the child 
burying his face his mother’s skirts wails. 
want ho-o-ome!” 

Many mothers are wise and self-effacing. The 
latter trait appeals strongly the first grade teacher 
the first day school. fact, after years ex- 
perience with beginners most teachers agree that 
unreasonable loneliness little child indicates 
abnormal condition lack proper home train- 
ing. The normal child usually eager begin 
school. 


Sometimes though, even the child anxious 
come school, after the first, quick, frightened 
glance the new, and apparently complicated en- 
vironment which expected live, condemns 
the whole modern system education the 
sweeping statement, likely end piercing 
stall just such difficulty that these suggestions 
follow. 

The remote preparation for the first day school 
should made before the close the previous 


school party for the prospective candidates 
the first grade should given. Call Visitors’ 
Day and refer throughout the year when ward- 
ing the little sisters and brothers who are de- 
lightful themselves but very disturbing or- 
dinary school day crowded room. best, 
spite the temporary hard feelings may cause, 
bar out all infants who have not reached the ma- 
turity five, least. 

The children should plan for their guests’ comfort 
and entertainment. They understand the visitors’ 
wants and the limitations school entertainment 
better than the teacher. Refreshments should 
omitted under consideration, even they consist 
only one meagre stick candy single marsh- 
mallow. latter served can made quite 
festive sticking toothpick bearing gay 
little flag made the school colors, with the initial 
the school pasted them, they are very attrac- 
tive. 

The children will, course, prepare all the details 
the party. The wise teacher learns many 
the visitors’ names she can, for next September. 
the first day school when her memory fails, 
leading question that seldom fails provoke 
flood information is, seen you before? 
Did you come our party last year?” 

one now denies that the more homelike the 
atmosphere the primary room the easier 
accustom the child his new life. The first grade 
should not resemble curio store. Useless rubbish 
should have place it. workshop, and 
the sooner the little child gets work, the sooner 

Many people object any decoration the 
black boards. Black universally the color 
mourning, and the walls the school painted this 
sombre color certainly not appeal the little 
child. course “mottoes,” any form, are out 
place. After carefully inspecting elaborate and 
intricate design “Suffer little children come 
unto me.” little child once said, sweetly and cor- 
dially, the teacher, “You have some awfully pret- 
snakes your wall, haven’t you?” honest 
teacher, and surely our sisters are that, plans her 
room for the children and not for the stray visitor 
who may find his her way into the building, oc- 
Any teacher who loves little children 
and wants make them feel home will succeed. 

The commercial “cut outs” help the teacher who 
does not draw well. They save time for the sister 
who does. They can obtained wall paper and 
crepe paper. Poster books sold various firms 
are full patterns that can easily colored and 
cut out for use. Colored chalk necessary put 
the suggestive background. well get 


good grade chalk the cheaper kinds fade quick- 
and, put heavily, discolor the board perma- 
nently. 

Many our parish schools are well planned and 
well furnished and one wants deface boards 


walls with tacks, paste that cannot removed. put- 
ting cut outs the board for poster border, tiny 
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pieces transparent mending tissue hold even very large 
pieces paper securely and are easily soaked off. seems 
unnecessary add that these borders should placed 
not take space that needed the teacher 
the children. 

The modern magazines, especially those intended for 
woman, have not only beautiful pictures but charming ad- 
vertisements. The best artists spend their talent and skill 
make household articles attractive the public, and 
their work most helpful the teacher. The children 
soon learn that “Sister likes pretty pictures.” valuable 
collection that constantly growing should the pos- 
session every “baby teacher.” These pictures, even 
after they are mounted, held easily diminutive 
slips tissue the corners. 

Many little children are unfamiliar with Catholic pic- 
tures; the teacher should consider that the time spent 
mounting attractively, and frequently changing these 
pictures, time well spent. The mounts should not 
dull. Strong orange for the fall; red for the Christmas 
pictures; yellow for Easter and robin’s egg blue for spring 
are good. White mounts bring out dark pictures, Brown 
should rarely used. Purple and green are dangerous 
because the neighbors they may have. 

The reading table should have its supply attractive 
picture books that will not scorned until “We know 
how read.” The oldfashioned linen books are revived 
now and are not expensive. Most the better sort 
bookstores have variety these. 

Home made books are very interesting the beginner. 
Magazines again are helpful and usually the ads that 
are most attractive. The foundation the books may 
the regular manila drawing paper, although bristol board, 
backs tablets, much more durable. The children 
enjoy the pictures more has title that they can 
read, least make believe that they can read. 

Practically all lonesome little people will welcome 
ball game before school. big soft rubber ball can 
tossed rolled. the hands expert can 
bounced; and this not only the entertainment the 
performer but that the general public well.

ing the furnishings her room would well consider 
the arguments favor tables and chairs instead the 
formal desks.

With chairs different sizes pos- 
sible make class more comfortable physically than 
with desk seats. The chairs can moved class 
elsewhere, with ease. The tables can pushed back and 
the floor space freed for use games and exercises. Seat 
work difficulty considerably lessened because the ease 
with which the material can distributed and changed. 
The tendency over-familiarity and social chat that may 
result from the friendliness produced the seating 
table checked positive training for self control. Each 
table should have captain, not act spy for the 
teacher, but the leader his group for the term 
week longer. should chosen for his ability, 
social well scholastic!

Observance Armistice Day, Nov. 11. 


Anniversary the cessation hostilities the World 
War, November generally observed Armistice 
Day schools throughout the United States. statute, 
public holiday twenty-two states the Union. 
several states not enumerated above, customarily 
designated public holiday gubernatorial proclamation. 

Very appropriately, November 11th was the date chosen 
for opening the international conference the city 
Washington 1922 which provided for limitation arma- 
ments and favored the substitution reason for force 
the settlement differences between nations. 


The destructiveness war and the influence Christian 
education spreading the gospel human brotherhood 
are proper subjects contemplation for Armistice Day. 
Not the utmost exertions the generation now 
earth can the public indebtedness incurred during the 
World War reduced that will cease impose 
heavy burden generations yet unborn. This only 
one the calamities proceeding from the deplorable con- 
flict which brought death millions men, women and 
children, and dreadful privations and suffering millions 
more. 

Such are the penalties entailed all wars. differing 
only degree. uniformly are wars productive hor- 
ror involving masses mankind who practically have 
been allowed word bringing them limiting 
their duration, that the philosophical Franklin asserted 
“there never was good war bad peace.” 
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THE TRAINING CHARACTER. 


thoughtful 
enced friend mine, dis- 
coursing recently the ef- 
fects Catholic education, 
made some pregnant obser- 
vations. “Giving due credit” 
said, “for all the excel- 
lences our Catholic edu- 
cation, and they are many, 
still does seem though 
not quite enough were al- 
ways done train the chil- 
dren personal and 
sistent fidelity the prac- 
tice their “And 
the practice their religion,” continued, 
not mean only the reception the Sacraments, 
once year, and weekly Mass and Friday Abstin- 
ence. mean the living Catholic prinicples 
every day existence, the letting shine before the 
world the light Catholic example. 

“May not the reason for the falling off too 
many Catholic pupils from fervent Catholic life 
found the circumstance that their training 
school has too much with exterior discipline, 
too much based, use current phrase, the 
“herd instinct” and does not endeavor enough 
train the individual’s character. 

“The great ideas which the Catholic child should 
take away from school” went on, “are first the 
personal conviction that the faith has learnt 
school the most precious possession can 
have earth, worth more than all the touring cars 
and luxurious homes the world. Secondly, our 
Catholic students should gain school personal 
and lifelong conviction that matter what happens 
they must walk the way the commandments, 
even though all their chums should choose fol- 
low easier path and lose their souls. Finally, 
they should learn the right thing because 
right, and avoid the wrong action because 
wrong matter how many are against him. 
this training the conscience stand what 
right that worth more than all the secular gra- 
ces and learning which the school can give.” 

Here matter for interesting 
thought, surely the part Catholic educators. 
know very well how consoling, many instan- 
ces, are the results the training our schools. 
count among our graduates enough fervent 
Catholic men and women justify many times over 
all the effort and sacrifice required establish and 
maintain them. But the defections and apostas- 
tacies among our pupils that give cause for 
thought and scrutiny. Though are doing well 
present, still the number former pupils 
Catholic schools, who fall away and prove recreant 
the principles taught them, ought urge 
still greater efforts make our system training 
yet more effective fortify and safeguard our 
graduates. 

When one considers the general characteristics 
our Catholic laity, one finds them great deal 
living faith and devotion which must credited 
all honesty the influence exercised upon them 
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while school. They have respect for the priest- 
hood which the direct result the Sister’s train- 
ing. They discharge the obligations laid them 
the Church Sunday Mass and Absti- 
nence. Many are even fervent receiving Com- 
munion frequently and attending services and de- 
votions. But, taking them and large, they read 
few Catholic books, take little interest Catholic 
culture, and show sometimes singular poverty 
initiative and leadership parish societies and even 
Catholic organizations generally. Too large 
number, one would fear, fail withstand the temp- 
tations that meet them after graduation. The young 
folk, drifting about they will from place place, 
too often allow themselves get out all touch 
with Catholic influences. sad proportion them, 
whether through mixed marriages other occa- 
sions, fall away from the Faith. Can we, careful 
analysis, discover what may lacking our sys- 
tem that might enable train these children 
more effective way for life? 


pretty clear that one reason for the lack 
personal initiative and even personal 
Catholic activities the part some our pu- 
pils, found what our thoughtful friend 
has called current phrase, “the herd which 
likely creep into any school and therefore also 
into Catholic schools. the spirit doing things 
because “everyone doing them”, following the 
crowd withersoever goes, drifting along with 
the greatest number without much personal choice 
run herd. “Everybody does it” the consci- 
ous unconscious prinicple which this flocking 
proceeds. “Where the crowd goes, also, where 
the flock trots, there trot I.” Such procedure 
brings about, indeed, exterior order and conformity, 
but does not tend train those principles 
individual choice, initiative and resistance which 
are important for good and happy life 
school days are over. 

the experienced teacher, the midst her 
work, will look about her and see how large share 
this herd spirit has the lives her pupils, she 
will realize why, after life, they fail show all 
the independent courage their convictions, all the 
initiative and activity Catholic enterprises which 
she would desire. Their training often prepares 
them rather everyone doing and fol- 
low the crowd than stand out individually for 
principle take the lead and direct activities 
and enterprises. 

Conformity, order, regularity, discipline, are es- 
sentials the school. But none these things 
themselves cultivate personal initiative per- 
sonal interest culture. large class, where 
much work has done, the tendency the 
teacher will reduce all the pupils sort 
common denominator, keep them passive at- 
titude, make each what the rest are doing. 
other words, there will temptation subdue 
personal differences and make children act like 
flock herd. General conformity discipiine 
course necessary the classroom. But 
possible introduce into our school system some 
counter-balancing features and exercises which will 
offset the repression individuality and will cul- 
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tivate the valuable and indispensable qualities 
personal choice, resistence, and initiative. 

have suggested, time and again, that the 
Sodality the Blessed Virgin rightly conducted, 
might readily used means for this individual 
training the pupils. The Sodality calls for initia- 
tive, self-sacrifice, and personal fervor the part 
its officers and members. taking the trouble 
personally instruct and encourage the officers and 
members and giving them the opportunity 
exercise themselves Sodality work, the school 
authorities could offset large measure the ten- 
dency scholastic exercises cultivate the herd 
spirit. But matters now stand, the Sodality 
often among the most neglected school influ- 
ences. Such activities exist are largely reduced 
compulsory attendance meetings and the 
holding devotional exercises, both which, 
though excellent themselves, tend from our pres- 
ent viewpoint rather cultivate the habit “doing 
others do” than counteract it. 

The same may said other activities the 
school which might made the occasion culti- 
vating personal initiative. The teacher, already 
burdened, may be, with too many cares, finds that 
get the pupils them. But doing everything 
one’s self, one deprives the children many oppor- 
tunities exercise initiative and zeal. Thus when 
the school societies undertake some activity, 
the teacher charge who does most the 
planning, who supplies most the energy. This 
simpler and quicker sure than first in- 
struct and stimulate the officers and then super- 
intend their work. “It’s much trouble get 
them things the way they should done, 
that find easier just them How 
many, many times this has been the principle, ex- 
pressed implied, which has goided the teachcrs 
who have been charged with responsibility for their 
scholars’ activities. 


One may make the same observation about the 
conduct classes. easier for the teacher 
reduce everything such system that the pupils 
become almost automatons, moved and guided 
the will another. This produces beautiful order 
and discipline, but does train any degree 
personal initiative and responsibility the part 
the pupil? The class which lives and breathes 
signal from the teacher, which lost when she 
out sight, and does everything her signal 
certainly not being trained individual initiative. 
Here again, discipline necessary and order indis- 
pensable. But the teacher should deliberately look 
out for opportunities putting the students 
their own mettle and cultivating them habits 
personal fidelity and fervor. 


One may find opportunities doing this with- 
out disturbing discipline materially effecting the 
good order the class. any event, even where 
the teacher finds impossible depart from in- 
variable routine class, she may least take 
measures outside class train her pupils initi- 
ative and personal self-sacrifice. She may induce 
them take works zeal their own account, 
join sections the Sodality, set foot class 
activities which the officers the class will really 
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manage and direct. Let them make mistakes. 
them find out hard experience the right ways 
doing things. The temporary disadvantages 
which may come their activities the teacher 
keeps her hands off and allows them manage 
things, will far more than made for the 
training personal initiative given the pupils. 


The same principle may applied getting the 
pupils take active interest their personal 
culture. Experience has shown only too clearly that 
boys and girls who while school have been the 
object the most conscientious instruction good 
reading and personal culture will, soon they 
leave school, cast these things the winds. While 
school they were made read books, study 
them, write compositions them, but they did 
all this part flock because everybody did it, 
because would hard for you you did not. 
This begot the pupil personal enthusiasm 
whatsoever for good reading culture; and once 
outside school, perceiving that one else was 
reading Catholic books, nor taking much interest 
culture generally, the pupil, trained every- 
body does, proceeds quite logically carry out that 
training. 

The remark often made that obliging all the 
children Mass each day has bad effect 
because they compulsion and fail 
cultivate any personal fervor for Mass. 
may have something say this subject here- 
after, but certainly attendance Mass should 
something more than flocking chapel without 
individual desire personal will. not much 
the compulsion nor the collective exercise attend- 
ing Mass which, most instances, reacts unfavor- 
ably after life; the making the going 
Mass mere manifestation the 
doing holy action not for the sake the holy ac- 
tion, but because “everybody does it” and because 
easier with the crowd than stay away. 


Routine, the doing things not loved nor es- 
teemed themselves but imposed custom, disci- 
pline, the force public opinion, enemy 
personal fervor, personal initiative, the inward 
spirit fidelity duty. Now goodly proportion 
routine almost inevitable school, where 
many differing tastes and characters have 
kept order, guided, instructed, and formed after 
some uniform measure and pattern. All the more 
reason then for insisting that all the teachers and 
especially those who are more 
sponsible for the training the students for life, 
should take definite measures counteract the influ- 
ence routine and supply effective training 
for the career that will open the pupils after 
school over. 


not easy task thus cultivate the per- 
sonal resistance and spiritual energy the student. 
requires, the part the teacher, degree 
observation character and ingeniousness in- 
venting methods, persuasiveness and leadership 
which will induce the pupils co-operate their 
own personal training for after life. When this 
added the already great labor teaching, be- 
comes serious burden the teacher’s energy and 
patience. Yet, worth while make all the ef- 
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fort required the extraordinary value the 
achievement. 

the years that follow school, much the ac- 
tual instruction that now given the pupils will 
necessarily fade from their minds. The outlines 
many subjects will grow vague with the passage 
years. Life, with ruthless touch, will blur and ob- 
literate many facts, impressions, instructions which 
the teacher now imparts with anxious care. 

But the character the pupil, the personal enthu- 
siasm for and love the Faith, the spirit 
scientious fidelity duty, the courage resist evil, 
the fervor for culture, goodness, the habit initia- 
tive, the willingness make sacrifice for Catholic 
causes, give service others, perserve the 
exercise Catholic things once 
deeply planted, will grow stronger with time. Much 
knowledge is, after all, given forgotten. But 
the training character, the real training for life 
which will bring with growing culture and added 
nobility through the years this the noblest and 
most precious also the most lasting fruit 
Catholic education.

Project—To teach food, clothing and shelter our own people with 
appreciation what God and man are doing everywhere supply 
these needs. 


LESSON ONE—HOME GEOGRAPHY. 


begins with the study home life. 
the study the earth and the people who live 
upon and make their home, but the earth very 
large place and the home many kinds people, 
who differ not only color and language, but their 
whole manner life. 

What need find out? 

What people are studied the third grade? 

What want know about our own people? 

want know about the customs, dress, home, reli- 
gion, etc. 

want know what the country looks like. 

The earth round like orange. 

shall begin our study geography noticing some 
things about our own home life. There are first the 
people our homes, and the people who live near us, 
then the food eat, the clothing wear, how are 
community defend ourselves against people who would 
could injure us; foods, how procured, foods injurious 
not beneficial, and foods too hard get. 

country America—the New World. 
That means North America and South America. They 
are both shaped like the letter live the larger 
the two. called North America. The same ocean 
East both. The same ocean the West 
both. The two oceans are not far apart the Isthmus 
Panama—the strip land which joins both Americas 
called the Isthmus Panama. Both have mountains 
high tableland western border. live that 
part North America which called the United States. 

The first white people America came from Europe, 
one the old, old countries the world. They found 
here many red men Indians. 

The people long ago had queer notions about the 
earth. They were not nearly smart you little boys 
and girls are, because you know the earth what? Yes, 
round like orange. And moves around the sun 
giving day and night but these queer people thought 
was flat, like sheet paper, and that floated 
water that met the sky far away. After long, long time 
some smart men who did great deal thinking com- 
menced think that the earth was round. Even when 
they thought so, was hard prove it. But last 
brave sailor said could sail ship across the unknown 
sea (that’s what they called the Atlantic Ocean, un-

But after long, 
long time the white men came here from Europe and they 
drove away the poor red men, and took their lands and 
farms, and today there are only few Indians all the 
United States. The great field maize which they once 
owned, are turned into beautiful cities; the rivers, and 
lakes, and oceans, which they fished, are now plying 
steamships and large vessels bound for all parts the 
world. All large cities are connected railroad, that 
people today need not wait long for things wish 
buy from other countries. 

FOODS—Our greatest necessities are food and drink. 
Many articles food obtain home. Gardens and 
orchards furnish vegetables and fruit. Farmers raise 
wheat, corn, rye and other grains which are ground into 
flour and used for bread, cakes and pies. Dairy farmers 
keep cows for their milk. Some the milk made into 
butter and cheese, but most put into bottles and 
cans and sent the cities. Some things are brought 
from distant countries. 


Let sit down our breakfast table after first ask- 
ing God bless all the good things has given us. 
thank Him too our hearts, not, children? for our 
kind father and. mother who work with God get all 
need. First there the dining room table, made 
lumber from tree, that God caused grow for 
short while ago, large forest Minnesota. Men cut 
down, polished it, made into table for 
us. The same true about chairs. The silver for our 
silver knives and forks and spoons came from Colorado, 
Montana, Arizona, and were made purchased us, 
and for our use. The china dishes, from which cat, 
were imported from Japan, Germany and France. The 
glass from which drink was made Belgium, West 
Virginia New Jersey. The linen table cloth, napkins 
and center-pieces, etc., are made from flax that once grew 
part Russia and parts our own country 
flax grown Northern Ireland and made into linen for 
our use the manufacturing plants Canada. 


Now come our orange grapefruit 
which you much enjoy came your breakfast table 
from southern United States, Florida, possibly Porto 
Rico. Bananas and other fruits from the warm posses- 
sions the United States. The which you are re- 
quired eat because will make you strong and healthy, 
and also that slice mother’s best 
grew little time ago the grain wheat fields Min- 
nesota, North Dakota, South Dakota. The sugar which 
sweetens your cereal and your cocoa came from the sugar 
cane South United States from the Hawaiian Is- 
lands, having been first refined and purified machinery 
processes. The cocoa came from South America, coffee 
from Brazil, tea from China Japan. Dates and figs 
are shipped from parts Asia. The milk cream 
was given you some good clean, healthy cow that 
eats nice sweet grass out the country field not far from 
your home. The lamb chop, which nourishing for 
you, grew little while ago close the ribs dear 
little lamb, which was grazing quietly the fields Ohio, 
Michigan Missouri. 

Our summers are warm and know how store 
food for winter. Now all these things that make your 
breakfast, meant not only mother’s labor love cook- 
ing and preparing for you, but think the distance 
much had travel, and think the hundreds 
people who worked give you just that one meal, and 
learn grateful God, who sent the sun and rain and 
warm sunshine, ripen things for you, and 
learn appreciate the labor all these different peoples, 
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who have worked fields, farms, factories, board 
steamships, board trains and the large and small 
stores your own city town, and who are busy getting 
all these good things together for you. 


CLOTHING—In summer wear thin clothing made 
cotton, silk linen, but our winter clothing made 
warm wool and fur. The materials for clothing are ob- 
tained both from plants and animals. Now, let’s see what 
you’re wearing today, Mary? 


Your shoes came from where? (They’ll tell you what 
store they were brought from) Yes? But where did they 
get them? The leather came from the hides cattle, 
sheep, goats, deer, from the skin kangaroo, 
from leather from our Western States. Many these 
hides were carried from across the ocean, tanned re- 
move all hair and prevent decay, and then made into 
shoes for you Lynn, Haverhill Brockton, Massachu- 
setts, and were sold the store keeper your city, from 
whom your father bought them. Your stockings are made 
cotton, cotton and wool, lisle threads, Boston, 
Lowell and other places. Your underwear, partly cotton 
and partly wool, made cotton from southern United 
States and wool, from the backs sheep from Mon- 
tana, Michigan Missouri. Your cotton dress was manu- 
factured into cloth the mills Massachusetts. Your 
lovely silk hair ribbon came from China. Millions 
little creatures, called silk-worms, spun the fiber which 
was sent France manufactured into ribbon 
you. Your lovely straw hat came from Florence, Italy, 
and from Panama, possession the United States. Your 
nice warm coat came from the back some good sheep 
goat, from the hair the camel, from similar 
animals found South America. your coat fur 
coat, came from some fur-bearing animal Alaska, and 
was made for you. Your gloves are made leather 
fur wool silk. Again, dear children, you see 
how much owe others—men and animals and vege- 
tation too—for providing for all our needs. True, 
give money exchange for all these things. But much 
money needed pay for carrying them far. The 
further they have carried, and the more people who 
must handle and work the product, before comes 
you, finished piece clothing, why, course, the more 
you have pay for it. Each one employed makes 
salary and the final price pay, attends all the 
salaries required all who have worked the product. 
you have nice new ball, for which you paid five cents, 
you will try sell for seven eight ten cents, 
won’t Why? Because you want gain something. 


food and clothing need homes 
protect from rain and cold. All the animals have homes 
some kind, where they can safe from their enemies, 
and where they can take care their young. Birds and 
monkeys make their homes the trees; rabbits, moles, 
woodchucks and prairie dogs burrow into the ground; 
fish live and swim and find food the rivers, lakes, seas 
and oceans. Larger animals live dens and caves the 
rocks, among the thick trees and bushes the forests. 
You cannot sleep the ground many savage people 
do. cannot live grass huts the people the 
hot lands. can live mud houses some sections 
the United States. But mostly live houses 
wood, brick and stone. the forests, cut down 
trees, and make them into boards. dig stones out 
the ground. bake clay and make bricks. With these 
build warm houses and make homes. When come 
learn other countries, shall find that men have 
different ways making their homes. the open coun- 
try and small villages, the houses are usually built 
wood, but the business sections large towns and 
cities, most buildings are constructed brick, stone, con- 
crete, steel, that they may not easily take fire. 
Lumber comes from the forests our own country. 
Granite, marble, limestone and cement come from quar- 
ries, often miles away from the house about built. 


must make our house beautiful. must have 
chairs, tables, must have dishes and cooking utensils. 
Sleeping rooms must have beds. want books, pic- 
tures, musical instruments and other things make our 
homes comfortable and attractive. Our homes must 
lighted and heated. (Talk about how our great grand- 
parents obtained light, how they built fire, and how they 
cooked). Today have lamps many kinds, gas, elec- 
tric. cook our food stoves which burn coal, wood, 
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gas. use electricity for cooking well for 
lighting. 

POWER DEFENCE.—In the early history the 
world, war was the chief occupation many tribes 
men. the people made settlements locations 
which were easy defence, combined with facilities for 
trade. people associated with one another, they felt 
the need rules, laws which live. The weakest 
and most ignorant naturally looked the stronger and 
braver than themselves for guidance. This feeling 
dependence and desire for protection, led slow degrees 
the establishment the different forms government 
which now exist. Man was formed for society; cannot 
live alone, nor has the courage it. But the whole 
human race cannot united one great society, so, 
necessity, they must divide into many, and must form 
separate states, commonwealths, and nations.

NYTHING which keeps the children interested and 
alert special aid the class room. Have you 
ever used speed test begin the daily grammar lesson?

The next day each aisle tries 
beat its own record and also the record the pre- 
ceding day, which they delight call “the world record”. 

Another day use grammar for home work and make 
delight that hated task. Each child asked bring 
school weather prophecy, and vie finding one 
that other pupil has found. then make little 
booklet with appropriate cover design contain our 
own class collection weather prophecies. This “weather 
project” arouses unusual interest both pupils and 
parents. 

sometimes have memory gem drill for gram- 
mar lesson, each child rising roll call and repeating 
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slowly and distinctly his favorite memory gem. keep 
these small note book reserved for the purpose and 
allow special credit for new memory gems chosen the 
pupils. They have collected this manner fine list 
have ever seen. Many time later life good 
thought will remembered when long sermon will 
have been forgotten.

the pessimist’s upheaves the evils the times, might 
observed that life has always been more progressive 
than the educational procedure. The educator’s unwilling- 
ness change, and the uncontrollable growth life, has 
found him too often laudator temporis acti, just 
had not been terrible worry its day, that very hu- 
man tendency those who grow old hold back. 

New arts have always awaited the unfolding science, 
which explains cause and effect. When this scientific ef- 
fort made education and finds out the cause 
present conditions, may find, always has, way 
molding the effects through right motivation causes. 
with the larger freedom the age. century 
ago would have rushed the world into cataclysm 
moral ruin. Today phenomen which the scientific 
mind studies, but which fairly peaceful world able 
endure, without the ruin, that prophesied, all ap- 
parent the days follow the days. 

Socialization aims educate co-operatively, just life 
must lived co-operatively. This demands interest 
body interests which the group concerned. The 
satisfaction effective accomplishment which 
breeder interests the individual must come for ac- 
complishment for the good the group. Without this 
comity interests there has and always will come those 
divergencies activities which lead misunderstandings, 
feuds, bitter and relentless struggle. This true in- 
dividuals between whom there propinquity, well 
between members the same family. they depart 
from the family hearth and enter upon achievements which 
draw interests that are not those other members 
the family, estrangements occur which are just chias- 
mic those between members diverse social groups. 

develop this attitude the individual find inter- 
ests that effect the good the group, against the sel- 
fish interests the individual, the first step social- 
ization. Every device used make some contribution 
all one another’s welfare and interest life. The 
individual’s interest involved the group’s in- 
terest. When the interactions are based emulations 
contests they are found bound with complexes 
misrepresentation least, not lying, and consequent 
quarreling. The interests that are set are concerned 
with accomplishments and ideals. discerning the good 
that comes from the accomplishment largeness vision 
necessary, group can err the choice good, 
relatively much the individual. When seeks 
good that does not converge with that the group 
rated selfish anti-social. Likewise the group can 
motivate its interests around good itself, least 
inadequate, which offers only small quotient society 
general. This brings state silent conflict against 
the higher good that the larger group. 

Thus ideals too may made symbolic narrowed 
good, and really function unsocial way. This 
true both civil and religious groups. The interests 
communities can made selfish, against large char- 
ity which should bind its members secure the good 
the state. Thus may become also the case the 
state its relation the nation. Religious groups can 
parochialize institutionalize the standards accom- 
plishments and ideals that the measure their service 
the larger sphere the church’s and humanity’s in- 
terests noticeably lessened, if, fact, does not retard 
it, and thus become This does 
not argue against the existence groups, but exposes 
social psychology according which they may measure 
the real value ends set for achievement 
through drawing interest and attractive ideals, 
interpreted and delineated keeping with the soundest 
theories the highest good. again the largest 
group conceived have existed before the smaller, 
the whole before the parts, and must consequently find 
the focus for its interests the service it. Into this 
must read the high fact and featuring truth that only 
that way can the individual smaller groups find the 
fullest incentive for the development their own sever- 
goods. This hard see, because natural selfish- 
ness restrains sometimes the individual the group from 
the experiment, which alone can provide the materials for 
testing out the truth. 

Thus there are plains and levels the process so- 
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cialization, and unless the promotor looks highly, 
all too likely miss securing the best results. There 
are circles every level, and unless they are made con- 
centric the convergence interests will become prob- 
lem hard solve, but the degree which the solution 
approximates right and righteousness will social peace 

After right interests have been provided there may 
noted the spirit co-operation work common in- 
terests. Here again attack might made upon the 
individualistic tendencies and even tenets the old 
school. Here also the matter projects enters the fold 
with the distinct determining isolating the problems 
solve them. 

give worth the project should found upon 
analysis scrutiny have certain characteristics. There 
should purposiveness broad that every indi- 
vidual the group has some reason for entering into it, 
because that way alone can enlist the individual’s 
wholeheartedness. This reason will consist the con- 
viction that something thereby accomplished for 
the group and the individual, which should clearly ap- 
parent. this absent, the experience gotten the 
individual for the group’s activity will only passive, 
and passive experience does not educate. 

The individual’s contribution the project must 
complete. Thus mere conviction that something be- 
ing done which could and should take part, will 
result loss such individuals the group. The real 
meaning the project never discovered mere pas- 
sive listening-in looking on. The actively doing some- 
thing which forms part the accomplishments brings 
out the real meaning the experience. This true 
everything. The thrill beautiful music not really 
experienced the listener. experience which 
comes from the actual singing noble songs with the 
resultant interpretation what has been felt. 

The project must draw from the phases life that the 
children are living, that is, some the elements that 
contains must carry over into other experiences with life 
that the young will soon have. This type project alone 
prepares for life and precludes much possible 
the waste that accompanies any other kind selection. 
The recurrence many the elements the after ac- 
tivities life will grasped clearer intelligence and 
readier will solve the problems that are encountered. 

The experiences which come the working out the 
project should such can shared. that way 
the project becomes enlightenng and useful the group. 
builds for new view-point and attitude the part 
the young then and when they shall have grown into 
maturer years. The experiences the individual should 
coalesce many ways possible with those the 
group, that way does contribute life value 
the others, and all profit the growth the several in- 
dividuals. Community feeling can alone come from 
similarity least experiences, and harmony mind 
and spirit depend primarily such feeling. After all, 
the individual the group ought see plainly this 
point that the greatest compass his their good comes 
precisely from this concord activities which turns time 
and effort into progress rather than into futile dispute 
combat. 

effect the social results desired through the learn- 
ing and educative process there required also the elicit- 
ing the sense responsibility the part the in- 
dividuals such and group. This should easily 
motivated, provision has already been made for com- 
mon interests and achievements. these all should 
assume and evince measure responsibility. When 
this absent there comes that phenomenon some work- 
ing behind the back the teacher other members 
the group, which was common the old school. The 
feeling common and individual responsibility induces 
active participation the individuals, which always 
required for the attainment the maximal results. With 
the assumption this social responsibility comes uncon- 
sciously the allowance larger freedom, because there 
now established motive force guide it. 

Thus the problem-project not conceived method 
but plan socialized process education, which 
itself based the principle that the individual learns 
the measure which his activities prove effective to- 
wards his own improvement and that the surroundings 
which lives. This begets new type mentation, 
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rather brings artificial procedure back some- 
thing more natural. Thus these forms directing the 
educative process are not differentiated qualitatively but 
functionally. that sense also are the ways called inci- 
dental and direct learning differentiated from the above. 
Incidental learning puts the project into the scheme plan 
end which attained means acquiring knowl- 
edge, skill, attitude and appreciations, The process 
direct learning motivates around knowledge, etc., the 
end, with the project attain means. nature 
study class the teacher may proceed either way and yet 
work out project that has socializing value and force. 
The first may have more than the second, however, 
because more keeping with the nature the 
learning process. Thus the teacher may say, and nioti- 
vate the class the way her statement: “God made the 
birds, have learned, our neighbors and 
render some service, for which should grateful 
Him, the one hand, and careful them, the 
other. will study together how they are our neigh- 
bors, etc., and the next excursion will begin this 
study.” finding this out knowledge bird life and 
nature will develop, also skills detecting their kind 
from their habits, songs and colors. Attitudes toward the 
care them and appreciation their presence the 
neighborhood will also result. 


the direct learning process the birds are studied first 
above, and then the skills, attitudes, etc., come forth, 
with the real result the project by-product the 
full realization that the birds are the neighbors human 
beings and serve them very well. 


Since these types learning are diverse merely 
functional way the teacher may map out his lesson plans 
either individual direct learning measures. either 
way desire for information interpret the world 
which they are living, and their experiences it, cre- 
ated. When once adequate motive has been set 
new ones need hardly outlined from stage stage 
the process, because they originate themselves the 
minds the children, and this one the very desir- 
able the by-products. Learning thus receives moti- 
vation which cannot have itself. This adequate mo- 
tivation comes from its association with objective phe- 
nomena, which relates the world, and the child’s 
interests the service its surroundings. The motiva- 
tion learning the basis and end examination 
and prophesied usefulness after life was merely artifi- 
cial and largely coercive, with the result that when the 
coercion was lifted, that kind learning, least, ceased. 
Even its best, the examination type motivation pro- 
duced social elements merely by-products. The matter 
the books, learned the best way possible, was 
what counted. There were always other undesirable so- 
cial by-products which led the children, least, band 
together against the examination, the teacher and the 
school. This was indeed antisocial, but was not the last 
the dire results. This would lead the problem 
cheating and lying, which concerns more the moral is- 
sues socialization than the purely social.

OMBINE parental love, unflinching self-sacri- 
fice, jealous watchfulness, gentle firmness, 
loving patience, tender sympathy, and almost start- 
ling are the results. parent’s sympathy the 
time trial, firm but gentle commands, the practice 
deeds inspire confidence,—all beautifully com- 
bine moulding the impressionable wax. Uncon- 
sciously the child forms the habit ready and 
prompt obedience, the habit observation and lov- 
ing assistance, and habitual reverence towards 
mighty God. Not infrequently will such child 
perform acts generosity, kindness, unselfish de- 
votion and self-control. And who can deny that 
these are moral acts the strict sense the word? 

Without this home education, education 
complete. training can take its place. There 
silent chord whenever the boy girl has not been 
brought under the influence the family. 

Quickly time leads the child from the smail 
sphere home life into the greater circle school 
life. The work the parent now divided with 
that the teacher. But the moral training must 
teacher can and undo much. Some pupils 
leave school with sterling qualities; others return 
the bosom the family weaklings principle 
and habits. The good teacher realizes her vast re- 
sponsibilities the temporal and spiritual interests 
her little charges. She knows they will well 
equipped for their spiritual responsibilities, if, 
the start, they are moulded correct moral and 
spiritual ideas. Extremes must avoided for 
just dangerous leave the child his own mis- 
directed and unruly instincts, let him satisfy 
them unchecked and unguided, constantly 
repressing and beating down the slightest move- 
ments and impulses his unformed mind and still 
undeveloped will. The genuine educator will use 
the vast store energies the heart childhood, 
the skilful engineer uses the waters that pour 
down the mountain side, for the needs commerce 
and industry. does not entirely block their 
course. conserves their strength and power, 
but builds path for them. canalizes them, and 
forces them his will, and turn the wheels 
the mill and lighting plant when and where 
directs and with that expenditure energy which 
has measured out for them. The powers the 
disposal the child are those with which, later on, 
must work out his destiny here below. They are 
still embryo. But they are the only ones, all 
probability, which will the future able 
summon for his needs the battle life. They, 
They must blocked, will have reserve 
forces command. They must directed their 
proper ends. 

That many difficulties will confront the teacher 
most certain. While the child still affectionate, 
credulous, and hopeful, impulsive, capricious, 
and often wayward. Too often she finds ingenuity 
budding forth mingled with deceit. She must deal 


with the timid and the bold; the frank and the sly; 
the honest and the “little thief’; the truthful and 
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the “baby liar”; the marble season she may find 
veritable “child gamblers.” 

There much done, many problems 
solve, but undaunted the wise and tactful teacher 
soon gains access the hearts all. Kindness in- 
terwoven with firmness her watchword, and 
she gradually checks the capricious and the way- 
ward. Bible stories, maxims, and precepts, she 
unconsciously awakens the pupils sense their 
guilt. Not satisfied with merely doing this, she 
places before them the form pictures and 
stories, models love, devotion, heroism, and vir- 
tue. She knows they are accessible the highest 
ideals morality. Step step she leads them 
along the path moral duties and obligations and 
without the use the modern system eugenics, 
unconsciously word and example moulds the 
tle girl into another Agnes, and the little boy into 
another Pancratius. This training morally 
alert, upright under God’s surveillance, 
his honor with regard God, putting into 
the child’s life power which, while simple enough 
for the needs ordinary Christian goodness, can 
developed meet the demands the highest ascet- 
icism. obtaining force universally available 
against temptation. softens the austere stimulus 
duty its appeal love, and quickens the flag- 
ging ardor love with the peremptory spur duty. 

The traditional state visionary one. The wise 
teacher knows this, and her pupils unfolds new 
world, mysterious realm. imagination, they 
soar the vaulted and studded heavens, they delve 
into the depths the earth. they 
cross plains, climb mountains, pass from pole 
pole, from ocean ocean, through ice lands and 
desert and admiring the manifold 
duties the mineral, the plant, and the animal 
kingdom. The school room becomes miniature 
world and its very atmosphere inspires love for the 
true, the good, and the beautiful. 

* * * 

From the transitional state the youth passes 
maturity. becomes established belief, pur- 
pose, and habit. There constant growth reli- 
gion, irreligious beliefs. The philanthropic 
and patriotic tendencies are fully awake. Unless 
the environment wholesome, the college age 
most dangerous one. The student enters the field 
moral science, Biblical and natural theology, and 
psychology. Place him institution false 
philosophers, and you will see his morality under- 
mined, his faith crumbling, his high ideals shat- 
tered, his life blasted failure. There his professors 
sweep the heavens with the telescope and not 
find God, and therefore they conclude there 
God.

The philosophical edu- 
cation which receives under the direction poor- 
trained men and atmosphere deep preju- 
dice, makes difficult for him maintain his men- 
tal, and particularly his moral, equilibrium. Philo- 
sophic courses too often present capsule form 
various notions thought for the young student 
digest his leisure, and this with preliminary 
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training any The result medley 
theories, which only confuse the mind and render 
proper appreciation correct principles practically 
impossible. will almost miraculous the stu- 
dent passes from such institution without de- 
cadence morals. But place the young man and 
woman coilege where intellectual culture in- 
terspersed with the beautiful ethical principles 
Christianity, and the result gentle, amiable, fair- 
minded, benevolent, modest youths. Instead be- 
ing foe religious truth, intellectualism will be, 
its ally. the atmosphere faith and purity, 
high thinking and plain living the student the 
mature state will become more intimately conscious 
the truth his religion and the genius his 
country. 

Spaulding demands: “In these institutions must 
found teachers whose one passion the love 
truth, which the love God and man; who 
look all things with serene eye; who bring 
every question calm unbiased mind; who, where 
the light the intellect fails, walk faith and ac- 
cept the omen hope; who understand that 
distrustful science lack culture, doubt the 
good progress lack knowledge, and ques- 
tion the necessity religion want wisdom; 
who know that God-made and God-governed 
world natural that reason and virtue should 
tend prevail, spite the fact that every age 
the majority men think foolishly and act unwise- 
ly. supreme triumph over souls when the 
young, whom the earth seems heaven re- 
vealed and made palpable, turn from all the beau- 
and contagious joy seek, serve, love Him 
who the infinite and only real good. The best 
culture serves spiritual and moral ends. Its aim and 
purpose make reason prevail over sense and 
appetite; raise man not only perception 
the harmonies truth, but also the love what- 
ever good and fair.”

INSTITUTION THE SACRAMENTS. 


Baptism—The word baptism derived from Greek 
word “bapto” “baptizo” meaning wash im- 
merse, that laving the essential idea this sacra- 
ment, 

Some theologians say this sacrament was instituted 
the baptism Christ the river Jordan, inasmuch 
the matter was then defined and sanctified, and the form 
intimated the manifestation the three Divine Per- 
sons, while the opening the heavens, signified the 
supernatural effects Baptism. Another more probable 
opinion seems that Baptism sacrament had its 
origin when Christ commanded His Apostles baptize, 
find narrated St. John III and IV. There 
nothing directly the text the institution, but 
the Apostles evidently acted under the instruction 
Christ, must have taught them the very outset the 
matter and form the sacrament which they were dis- 
pense. From the words the Chapter St. John re- 
ferred above, “After these things Jesus and His disci- 
ples came into the land Judea, and there abode with 
them and baptized........When, therefore, Jesus under- 
stood that the Pharisees had heard that Jesus maketh more 
disciples and baptizeth more than John, though Jesus did 
not Himself baptize, but His disciples, left Judea and 
went again into Galilee.” St. John 
may safely conclude that Christ most probably instituted 
baptism before His Passion. For evident from 
the above texts, Christ certainly conferred baptism 
least the hands His disciples before His Passion. 
This baptism was essentially different from John the Bap- 
tist’s baptism, the baptism Christ always preferred 
that John, and the latter himself gives the reason, 
baptize with water........ St. John 1:26 (Christ) “bap- 
tizeth with the Holy Ghost.” St. John 

Moreover, the Apostles received the sacraments 
the Holy Eucharist and Holy Orders the Last Supper, 
baptism has always been held the door the Church, 
and the necessary condition for the reception any other 
sacrament, follows that the Apostles must have received 
Christian Baptism before the Last Supper. This argu- 
ment used St. Augustine and certainly seems valid. 

Though not the Sacred Scriptures, there an- 
cient tradition given Nicephorus his ecclesiastical 
history and also Clement Alexandria, who died 215 
D., declaring that Christ baptized the Apostle Peter 
only, and that Peter baptized Andrew, James and John, 
and they the other Apostles. 

Thomas holds that confirmation was 
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instituted Christ when promised send the Pa- 
raclete, although this sacrament was never administered 
while was earth, because the fullness the Holy 
Ghost was not given until after the Ascension. 
read the Acts the Apostles VIII:14-17 that after the 
Samaritan converts had been baptized Philip the Dea- 
con, the “Apostles” sent unto them Peter and John, who 
when they were come, prayed for them that they might 
receive the Holy Ghost; for was not yet come upon 
any them, but they were only baptized the name 
the Lord Jesus; then they laid their hands upon them 
and they received the Holy Ghost. “From both the prac- 
tice and teachings the Fathers the Church learn 
that the Church made use rite distinct from baptism, 
that this consisted imposition hands, anointing and 
accompanying words; that this rite the Holy Ghost 
was conferred upon those already baptized, and mark 
seal impressed upon their souls. However, exam- 
ining the testimony the Fathers, must noted that 
the word confirmation not used designate this sacra- 
ment during the first four centuries, but meet with 
various other terms and phrases which quite clearly re- 
fer it. styled the Fathers, “imposition 
hands”, “unction”, “chrism”, “sealing”. St. Cyprian says, 
“Two sacraments preside perfect birth 
Christian, the one regenerating the man, which bap- 
tism, the other him the Holy Spirit.” 
“Anointed also must who baptized, order that 
having received the chrism, that the unction, may 
anointed God.” 

Since the Council Trent has expressly defined that 
all the sacraments were instituted Christ, then Confir- 
mation, which the same Council ranks among the seven 
sacraments, was also instituted Christ. 


Holy Eucharist—The institution this sacrament 
proved from Holy Scripture, being recorded St. Paul’s 
Epistle the Corinthians, Chapter 24, 25: “For 
have received the Lord that which also delivered unto 
you, that the Lord Jesus, the same night which was 
took bread. And giving thanks, broke, and 
said: ‘Take and eat: this body, which shall 
delivered for you: this for the commemoration me.’ 
like manner also the chalice, after had supped, say- 
ing: chalice the new testament blood: this 
ye, often you shall drink, for the commemora- 
tion me.’” 


St. Matthew’s Gospel find the institution the 
Holy Eucharist recorded follows: “And whilst they 
were supper, Jesus took bread, and blessed, and broke: 
and gave his disciples, and said: ‘Take ye, and eat. 
This body.’ And taking the chalice, gave thanks, 
and gave them, saying: ‘Drink all this. For this 
blood the new testament, which shall shed for 
many unto remission sins.’” 

Penance—The Council Trent declared that the Lord 
then principally instituted the Sacrament Penance, when 
being raised from the dead, upon His disci- 
ples and said, “Receive Holy Ghost. Whose sins 
you shall forgive, they are forgiven them; and whose sins 
you shall retain they are retained.” St. John XX:21,22, 
23. From this text see that Christ gave the power 
forgive and also the power retain, and therefore the 
exercise this power involves judicial action, but for 
judicial power exercised, the one exercising must 
have knowledge the case from eye-witnesses, before 
cen exercise his judicial power, either forgive sin, 
retain sin, and this necessarily includes confession 
sin the one who committed it, because the best 
witness his own sins. judge court can not know 
whether acquit condemn any one until learns from 
first class witnesses all the facts the case, and the 
same true regard the Apostles and their lawful 
successors until the end time the discharge that 
power which Christ gave them forgive sin and retain 
sin. The Council Trent declares “If any one deny that 
sacramental confession divine institution, that 
necessary salvation, let him anathema.” 

Extreme Unction—The Council Trent Sess. XXIV 
declares the following regarding this sacrament: “If any 
one assert that Extreme Unction not really and truly 
sacrament instituted Christ our Lord and described 
St. James the Apostle, but that only rite adopted 
the Fathers, human invention: let him ana- 
thema.” The words St. James describing Extreme 
Unction are: “Is any man sick among you? Let him call

The Council Trent 
declares, “If any one say that Holy Orders ordina- 
tion not true sacrament properly called, instituted 
our Lord Jesus Christ, that human invention 
only certain manner choosing ministers 
the word God and the sacraments: let him 
anathema.” Hence faith declared the Coun- 
cil Trent, XXII and XXIII, that the Last 
Supper Christ ordained the Apostles priests, when bade 
them change bread and wine into His Body and Blood, 
and thus gave them power offer the Sacrifice the 
New Law, the Mass. Thus this power and the power 
reconcile sinners God, forgiving sins, the Apostles 
were constituted true priests. 


Matrimony—There are various opinions when 
Christ instituted the sacrament Matrimony. Accord- 
ing some theologians, instituted the wedding 
Cana; according others instituted when 
sanctified the indissolubility marriage. therefore 
God hath joined together, let not man put asunder.”

will remedy. That this the actual consequence 
the new pedagogy, few teachers, whose experience 
reaches back into the previous generation, will deny. 

The old Christian method began with the training 
the memory. learn heart what the mature 
life would need, was the essential work the child. 
Christian doctrine course, came first all; and 
one was reckoned fit battle for his soul 
sinful world, who did not know heart the Our 
Father, the Hail Mary, the Apostles’ Creed, con- 
fess Almighty God, the Acts Faith, Hope, 
Charity and Contrition; the Commandments 
God and the Church, the Sacraments and their 
definitions, the Beatitudes, the Capital Sins, while 
matter fact, every well-taught child had the 
whole small catechism his memory fixed indeli- 
bly. Without these, and how many are without 
them today, one may Catholic inheritance, 
tradition but loses the Catholic sense, falling 
easily into liberal view religion that not very 
far from positive approbation false doctrine. 

Then came spelling, serious matter, but not 
burden intolerable when begun due time. Now 
observation but untrained memory, are concerned. 
External remedies, such simplified spelling, the 
detriment the little scholarship left us, are pro- 
posed. The one obvious cure ignored. Many 
other things were memorized, countries, their boun- 
daries, their capitals and chief towns. The sites 
those rivers sea-coast; and countries 
like catalogues sovereigns with dates 
accession tables from the multiplication table the 
last weights and grammar, and 
foreign languages long lists irregular verbs; 
selections the best poetry and prose. Nothing 
came amiss the memory trained; and the 
amount information useful for the period ra- 
tional observation and reflection, which the boy and 
girl acquired, would incomprehensible those 
school today. But best all the memory has be- 
come efficient faculty for all their life. 

The old Christian education had more than one 
way training the mind exactness reason- 
ing; and not all sure that, from the educa- 
tional stand-point, the substitution modern geom- 
etry for Euclid’s elements was not mistake. The 
same may said the cutting short arithmetic 
simple and compound proportions, interest and 
commission problems, allegation, and the omis- 
sion the universal Practice characteristic the 
older books. may wrong. Nevertheless, can- 
not but feel that the change the result funda- 
mental error. the bidding the new pedagogy 
have accepted without reflection the principle 
that all our schools, from kindergarten univer- 
sity, are closely linked elements one system and 
that the primary function each inferior element 
prepare material for those above it. The truth 
is, apprehend the matter, that primary school, 
grammar school, high school are distinct entities 
having each its own specific function, perfect 
its pupils all that enters into own particular scope, 
that leaving they may carry away complete 
body doctrine. some choose continue their 
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education, they will have the doctrine and disci- 
pline enabling them so. Those who pass from 
school into active life, will so, not incompletely 
formed with matter hardly useful except com- 
pleted university course, but masters what 
will serve them most perfectly the business they 
are entering on. Here again may wrong. 
the other hand have for years been experiment- 
ing our schools, standardizing and coordinating 
according the last theory the day; and all 
whose experience goes back some thirty years will 
tell that the results are, least, incommensurate 


with our expectations. 


This speculation, however, carries into an- 
other field. Let return. the importance 
composition mental discipline, there can 
Whatever variety for exercise different 
styles the older system admitted, unity purpose 
was sedulously kept view. Letters, descriptions, 
narratives, were not but the ordinary exer- 
cise was the moral essay. This the lower classes 
would the chiria elaborating some apophthegm 
according set rules, else the essay, properly 
called, establishing its thesis formal arguments.

The 
former insisted truth certain and unchangeable, 
attained duty; the latter, doubting all ob- 
jectivity and consequently all truth gives this name 
the notions transient convenience. main- 
tain such attitude mind mankind, logical and 
orderly thought must destroyed.

Application studies brought severe sickness 
during 1821 which robbed him what early life 
promised become robust constitution. His vaca- 
tion-spent always his mountain home where 
loved hunt game birds, retained for him suffi- 
cient strength enable further prosecution his 
studies. letter his his brother manifests 
this passion for game shooting well his care 
buy shot and powder where was cheapest. 


All through his school days, economy was upper- 
most the mind young Pecci. had recog- 
nized early that the family fortunes were badly im- 
paired. His mother had not hesitated cultivate 
the silk-worm that funds might found edu- 
cate her children. This spirit joyful acceptance 
the returns fortune had been fostered the 
Pecci family because their dedication the Poor 
Man Assissi. When the Countess Pecci died 
1824 she was clothed the brown habit Lady 
Poverty and laid rest Franciscan Church 
Rome. 

With the death his beloved mother, the son 
put aside the name she had always called him and 
until his death signed himself Joachim. this 
time, too, entered the Roman College the 
Jesuits known the Gregorian, had been re- 
stored XII, the successor Pius VII, and 
its doors opened less than fourteen hundred 
students. 


this school won further distinction Latin 
composition, delivering oration which com- 
pared with striking ability Pagan and Christian 
Rome. secured the College prize composing 
one hundred and twenty Latin verses the Feast 
Belshazzar. Although lived during his stu- 
dies the palace his uncle Antonio complaint 
was ever made any absence from the lecture 
halls, nor undue participation wordly amuse- 
ments. 

Because the well known devotion his house 
the Holy See was thought probable that this 
brilliant scion the Pecci family would enter the 
service the Church. But when asked take the 
step pleaded for time. Finally took the 
theological studies offered the Gregorian and 
with such distinction that was deputed repeat 
the lectures the students the German College. 
1832 was awarded the Doctorate theology 
and began his preparation for diplomatic career 
entering the college Noble Eccleciastics 

The University Sapienza where matricu- 
lated for this purpose had been founded 1303 
Boniface VIII, but was not until the Pontificate 
Sixtus Franciscan, that received special 
attention. The name the university was taken 
from the text engraved over the rear entrance: The 
fear the Lord the Beginning Wisdom. 

From this institution, the future Pope went forth 
engage many exceptional missions assigned 
him the Holy See. Looking back over his 
school days could truthfully say that they were 
spent with enthusiasm preparation for the great 
work destined his. had loved the honor 
his family, borne the privations impover- 
ished patrimony with fortitude, and worked his 
tasks with the single aim honest advancement.
